By telephone the Center for National Security Studies, 
headed by Morton Halperin, indicated their intent to request in 
writing the names, addresses, and subjects of previous Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) requests. The Center intends to mail past 
and present FOIA requesters a questionnaire and survey their 
responses. The information would be compiled and used in the 
forthcoming Congressional hearings on possible legislative relief 
for the intelligence agencies. 


Based upon previous guidance from the Office of General 
Counsel, the Agency has released similar data to other 
requesters. In a previous case, OGC counseled that privacy 
interests were outweighed by the public's right to the 
information requested. They indicated that the only possible 
exemption which could apply would be the (b)(6)* exemption, but, 
that this exemption was not applicable. The Agency will be hard 
pressed to deny the requested information to the Center For 
National Security Studies. 


% The (b)(6) exemption permits the withholding of information 
which pertains to personnel and medical files and similar 
files the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 
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
